They are such reflections 
which have too often discouraged the needy and ambi- 
tious artist ; paralysed his exertions, quenched his 
ardor, and hurried him with disappointed hopes, and 8

itself with the unrevealed secrets of the future ; still 
the poignant consciousness of present neglect and in- 
jjustice, and the wretched weight of poverty that 
preases upon his spirit will soon send him in dejection 
to his task again, with little to sweeten and mach to 
embitter it. Under the influence of sach discourage- 
ment, the production of works of great merit, would 
be little less than miraculous. Human gevius re- 
quires to be incited and rewarded, or it soca relaxes 
its energies, and relapses into despondency and de- 
spair. 
If we go beck but a very few years, and examine 
into the real degree of encouragement extended to 
the Gine arts, we shall find that the neglect which has 
been imputed to us, has not been altogether unwar- 
ranted by facts. It is only within « comparatively 
recent period that our native artists have been intro. 
duced to general notice, and their claime to respect 
acknowledged and enforced. Nothing like a general 
interest in their productiune, or, in fact, im the works 
of foreign art, existed. The approved works of the 
old masters were carefully preserved in a few private 
cabinets, to which the great body of the community 
had ne access, and the best works of native genius 
were in like manner removed frem public inspection. 
Paintings, the matured works of mea who had grown 
old in the practice of their art, who had enjoyed the 
advantage of foreign travel, and the examination of 
the rich cabinets of Europe, Giled with all the mira- 
cles of the Roman, the Florentine, the Bolognese, the 
Venitian, the Flemish and Freneh schools, were al- 
most as effectually secluded from the public, as was 
Learning itself when entombed in the monastic eloie- 
ters of the middle ages. The very names of artists, 
as well as their capabilities and acquirements, were 
unknown. There was necessarily but little incite- 
ment to talent, so long as there existed but scanty 
demand for their labors, little admiration expressed 
for what they had achieved, and little anxiety ex- 
pressed in regard to their future efforts The artist 
with a mortification, to which hie pride or timidity 
forbade that he should give utterance, was forced to 
witness his spleadid creations, the fruits of long and 
patient toil, remain unnoticed by those wpon whom 
he relied for that support ‘which nature required, and 
justice demanded. Among them were men, whose 
penetrating and philosophical knowledge of human 
nature, whcse profound insight into the governing 
motives and strong pessions of mankind, whose acute 
perception of wiatever is beautiful and sublime in na- 
ture, qualified them te strike out new paths in Art, 
in which they might reap an abundant harvest of 
fame. 
But now, thanks to the taste and liberality 
which has been in active exercise during the few past 
years, the chief obstacles to the advancement of the 
arts have been removed, the obnoxious barriers have 
been torn down and there is a free highway opened, 
where talent is invited to exert itself, with the cer- 
tainty that it will be properly appreciated and recom- 
pensed. Public Galleries of Art have been establish- 
ed in most of our great cities, and the choicest gems 
of European cabinets, or cepies from them, together 
with the best productions of our country have been 
exposed to publit examination. In this general arena, 
where they are all assembled, we can consider their 
individual merits, compere them one with another, 
correct and chasten our own tastes, sharpen and ex- 
ercise our critical powers, and estimate with tolerable 
precision the relative excellence of each. As every 
person can have a ready access to these collections, 
& prompt and impartial jadgment will be pronounced, 
if public taste is not vitiated. As there is no proba- 
bility that a just degree of praise will be refused to 
Wmerit, so there is no fear that a false seputation will 
be acquired through deception and management. As 
a fair challenge is proffered to criticiem, our censure 
jcannot be avoided ; our praise will not be withheld. 
The good effect of the establisbment of the Gallery 
in this city is already very perceptible. We see it 
in the increasing value of the labors of our artiste, 
and its operation on the taste of the visitors. As it 
naturally refines and forms the tastes of the specta- 
tors, it will have its effect upon the exertions of the 
artists themselves, for our acquired ability to discrimi- 
nate well between excellence and mediocrity in the 
arts, will furnish the highest inducement to exertion 
on their part. It is impossible that we should long be 
habituated to contemplate the rarest works of the 
pencil, without acquiring a love for whatever is pure 
and chaste in art. This refinement of taste, this acute 
sensibility to exalted beauty will not be limited to in- 
dividuals, it will increase and spread itself throughout 
the remotest ramifications of society, and have its in- 
fluence upon manners and habits. It will extend to 
the sister arts of Poetry and Music. We would not 
that the encouragement that may be extended to 
painters, should be limited to them, any more than 
that the favor which is bestowed on painting should 
proceed only from a narrow circle of the wealthy and 
refined.
